CHINESE SIGNBOARDS. 


The following is a translation from Chinese 
of a notice issued bythe Registrar-General. 

Signboards other than those: of Chinese 
design and of Chinosocharactors are not allowed 
to hang ebove the roady and the side passages. 

Chinese siguboards should he hung at least 
meee "  goven feet above the toads. 

No Chinese signboards ara allowed to hang 
above the small passages huving covers. ~ 

Chinese, signhoards hanging dbove the small 
passages. where there are no balconies and 

“verandahs should) be ot least seven feet above 
the ground. 

Chinese signhowds of ,honses where thera 
ure balconies should not he two feet more than 
tha width of the balconies ahove the roats. 

‘ Chinese ‘sipmboar ‘ls outside, houges where 
there are small verandahs should not bo hung 
moxe than.one. foot six inches longer thun the. 


width of the veraudahs. 

Chinese siguboards must not be moro ‘than 
one foot and two inches wide. 

Other siguborrds, ad those of the pawa- 
shops; must be made according to the ugual form.

hetweon five and six o'clock in tho afternoon. 
She passed us well outside Groén Island, pro- 
‘hably five or six, miles south-of it. She was 
proceeding. towards Sulphur Channel. When 
she passed throngh Sulphur Channel we lost 
sight’ of her. She was thon approximately 
ab out-a mile ghead.of us, possibly more. We 
stdod on the—course fill reaching Sulphur 
Channel, and then passed through. I was on 
the forecastle head then ot my station, Afte 
passing through the Channel the course may 
heve beon altered, but I do not like to give 
evidence on thatyzoint as I was forward. I 
did not see the Wonghoi any more to know 
it till, after Iwas told that it. wasthe Wonghot 
we hod collided -with, A fow minutes later 
I saw the signal lights of the steamer with 
which we collided, and thought ahe was pro- 
ceeding out of the harbour on a west-rly course. 
Teaw what.I took to be two white mast-head 
lights and o red sidelight, When I first 
identified them they were shout two points on 
our port bow. After this the light drew 
ahead a bit. It is exceedingly hard to give on 
estimate of how far the lights were off ; I should 
say half-a mile.

received an order to stand by, tho starboard 
anchor, almost simultaneously with the lights 
drawing ahead. I-vimply stood by ; it being 
stations everything was ready; I had only to 
release the pin from the tumbler, Soon after- 
wards about’ a minute -I' received the order 
‘to let go the anchor.

The following information relating to the 
late Mrs. Bishop, whose death at Edinburgh we 
recently reported in our telogrdms, reached ns 
by Wednesday's Gorman mail.

Melville-atreet, Hor strougth, however, giad- 
ually failed. : . 

‘The eldest dunchter of the Rev. Edward 
Bird, Rector of Tattenhall, Cheshire, she was 
horn on October, 15, 1882," at Boroughbridge- 
hall, in Yorkshire, This ‘was the old home of 
hor mother, who was one of the Lawsons of 
Boroughbridge. and through whom Mrs, 
Bishop Was related to Mr. J. G. Lawson, M.P., 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Local: Govern- 
ment Board. “As achild she was very dolicaté 
and was not sent to school; but her parents, 
who were cultivated people, took her long, 
leisurely. journeys in thoir own carriage, anil 
showed her oyorythiug of interest in the places 
they visited. with ‘the result that at quite an 
early age she had obtained a remarkable know- 
lodye of the history and geography: of her own 
‘country, In addition; her parents know a great 
many clever and dislinguished people, and she 
often stayed as a child xt the Palace at Chester 
with bey kinsman, Bishop Sumner, afterwards 
Archhishop of Canterbury, Bhe was only 
gleven when her fathor was appointed Rector of 
St. Thomas's, Birmingham, but after about 
three years there.Mr.. Bird was. abli ged owing 
rtoiH-health “to take the country parish of 
Wyton in Huntingdonshiré. It wes with a 
Huntingdon bookseller that Isabella Bird, when 
she was only,16, published her first work, a 
pamphlet descriptive of # trial between freo 
trade und protection, tho latter being the 
conqueror.

She 
wos ordered sea voyages to tho Meditoranoan,

returned by way of the Sandwich Islands, where 
she spont some months, and she also visited, the 
Rocky Mountains, deseribing her adventares in 
“Six Months in the Sandwich Islands " (1873) 
and in * A Lady's Life in the Rocky Mountains ” 
(S74) oe 
Soon afterwards Miss Bird began those 
travels in the Bast in-connexion with which sho 
will be moro especially remembered. She reams 
to have boen’ really the first European woman 
who made her wily. into the heart of J: apan, and 
har, © Unbeaten’ Tracks in Japan,” “which 
-appeared in 1880, when comparatively little was: 
known about the wonderful nation which’ was 
destined-to become Greut Britain's ally in the 
Far East, was eagerly welcomed hy the public. 
Tu 1881 Miss Bird married John Bishop, M.D, ; 
and in tho following year she published. - “ The 
Golden Chersonese.”” She was loft a widow in 
1886, and continuod her favourite “pursuit, of 
travel. Her °° Journeys’ in Persia and 
Kurdistan,” in two Yolames, appeared in 
1892,—the year when tha distinguished ‘honour 
came to her of being elected the first] 
lady Fellow of | the Royal Geographical 
Soctety—and “ Ainong the ihetans” in 
1894, Tho latter ie the last. of her traval 
books to appour in the epistolary style, for 
tho sister for whose amusement, they were 
originally written died about this time. She 
now began to turn’ hor attention more especially 
to China; and in 1896 she published an intorest- 
ing collection ef photographs which she had 
herself taken in Western China and Corea, 
Hor travels in Corea, Siberia, and China lasted 
for three years; and their results are shown in 
“Corea and her Neighbours” (1898).
